The authority cited for its authenti-
city Is A Cuban of the highest stand-
ing in the councils of his party,” who
receives his information “from heads
quarters in New York."

The Lletter was not stolen from the
Tnited States malls, but was secured by
Aan agent of the Cuban junti in the post-
ofMee at Haovana, Don Jose Canelajns,
1o whom the letter was nddressed, nover
saw the originanl. e did not know until
elght diiys after the letter renched Hay-
ana that such a letter from Bpain's rep-
resontntive ot Washington  had  been
written him

De Lome wrote the letter In his private
residence In Washington Instend of ot
the Bpanish legation, The paper, hows-
ever, wis morked with the official typa
and read in the corner “Legation de K-
pana,' The same Inseription was upon the
left hand corner of the cnvelope.

Benor de Lome did not maell the letier
froM hiz house, In foct, he had not
guite completed it upon the morning it

The friends
of the treaty have succeeded In secur-
ing quite general assent from senators
In charge of other measures that the
treaty shall be given practical right of
way until the senators who want to
speak upon It can be heard and until
n vote can be gecured which practic-
ally will decide its fate. The Corbett
